Bryan’s Formal Announcement. ; 

In the current issue of the Com- 
moner W. J. Bryan makes a definite 
statement of his position on the ques- 
tion of the presidential candidacy. He 
says that hitherto he has refrained 
from discussing the availability of bim- 
self or other candidates because the 
party should have al) the light possible. 
and the candidate should fit the plat- 
form made to fit the existing condi- 
tions. Now that this year’s elections 
are past he feels that a statement is 
due to the public as well as to himself 
on account of many false reports in 
circulation. 

Mr, Bryan declares that he will not 
ask for or seek a nomination nor as- 
sume to decide the 
question of his avail- 
ability; but that “if 
he can serve the par- 
ty by being its can- 
didate he will accept 
the commission and 
make the best fight 
' hecan.” If, however, 
the choice falls upon 
another “he will not 
be disappointed or 
William J. Bryan. disgruntled.” He 
says his availability is to be decided 
not by him, not by a few leaders and 
not by the leading newspapers, but by 
the voters of the party. He says, 
further, that he has not been waiting 
to see who the Republican nominee 
would be nor to ascertain the chances 
of victory. No matter who the Repub- 
licans nominate, whether a stand pat- 
ter or one favorable to reform, the 
Democrats must make an aggressive 
fight. He believes the prospects of 
victory for his party are excellent, but 
the action of the party “cannot be 
made dependent on the prospect of 
success.” If the party believes that 
Bryan’s nomination will help it he will 
accept, whether the prospects point to 
defeat or victory, for a defeat can 
bring no disgrace where the cause is 
a just one. 

His final word is that the campaign 
will be an appeal to the public con- 
science in view of the recent investi- 
gations which have shown the corrupt 
use of campaign funds contributed by 
corporations which thus sought “to 
convert the government into a business 
asset.” He says his party can make 
no promises to such corporations, for it 
would have to betray the voters, “as 
the Republican party has done.” No 
one should favor his nomination un- 
less the party is willing to open its 
books and show where its contribu- 
tions come from and for what the mon- 
ey is expended. An appeal to con- 
science is politically expedient as well 
as morally right,'as the national con- 
science has already been aroused’ and 
the voters educated( to: the necessity of 
a reform that will ‘make this govern- 
ment again a government of the peo- 
ple, by the people and for the people. 


Johnson Not a Candidate. 

Mayor and Mayor Elect Tom L. John- 
son of Cleveland announced ‘that “un- 
der no circumstances will he be a can- 
didate for the presidency” and that 
Cleveland is the sphere of his duty at 
this time. He will consider nothing 
but the issue of three cent fares for 
that city. He has refused all invita- 
tions to speak at-party gatherings or 
banquets. . ; 

Alabama House Votes Dry. 

The Alabama‘ house of representa- 
tives passed the general state prohibi- 
tion bill, although it was not included 
in the governor’s call for the extra ses- 
sion. The vote was 66 to 26.

Editor Watterson of the Louisville 
Courier-Journal, better known among 
the paragraphers as “Marse Henry,” 
@ays there is one ray of hope for the 
Democrats next year even under the 
incubus of Bryan’s candidacy.

‘Central American Peace. Confab. 

Delegates from five Central Ameri- 
can republics met with Secretary of 
State Root and Ambassador Creel of 
Mexico at Washington Nov. 14 to dis- 
cuss &@ permanent peace programme. 
Speaking as the temporary chairman, 
Mr. Root told the delegates very plain- 
ly that hereafter something more than 
fine words and promises must be given 
and that the means for enforcing a 
peace agreement must be supplied 
which would hold responsible those 
who might violate it. The implication 
was that the United States government 

would supply the necessary force. Am- 
bassador Creel echoed these senti- 
ments. : 
Hughes Starts Bank Inquiry. 

In view of the recent serious bank 
crisis in New York city Governor 
Hughes has appointed a committee of 
six prominent bankers of the metropo- 
lis to investigate the existing condi- 
tions and recommend needed changes 
in the law. The committee is headed 
by President Hepburn of the Chase 

National bank and is to report by Dec. 
15. The members have agreed to serve 
without pay. 

The Coin Inscription Issue. 

In response to numerous criticisms 

| of churchmen on account of the ab- 
sence of the motto “In God We Trust” 
on the new ten dollar gold pieces, Pres- 
ident Roosevelt in a letter published in 
Nov. 14 papers assumed full respon- 
sibility for the omission and gave his 
reasons therefor. First he said they 
had found no authority in law for put- 
ting this motto on the coins. Still he 
might have followed the custom had 
he approved of it. Of course, he 
says, he will bow. to the will of con- 
gress, but his conviction is that this 
use of the expression “not only does no 
good, but does, positive harm and is in 
effect irreverence, which becomes dan- 
gerously close to sacrilege.” Experi- 
ence shows, he continues, that the mot- 
to on the coins ‘is used as an occasion 
of and incitement to sneering ridicule. 

On the same day that this letter was 
made public the annual convention of 
the Episcopal diocese of New York had 
a stormy debate on the subject and 
adopted, 131 to 81, a resolution protest- 
ing against the change, saying that 
“the highest interests of this country 
demand the preservation of all those 
customs that have stood for the recog- 
nition of God in the life of the people.” 

The convention of the Presbyterian 
Brotherhood of America at Cincinnati, 
with 1,000 delegates present, expressed 
regret that the motto had been left off 
the coins and hoped that congress 
would take prompt action to restore it.

throat inflammation. The tone of the 
British press in general in dealing with 
‘the German visit is self gratulatory. 

At the same time King Alfonso and 
Queen Victoria of Spain have been 
visiting in Englund incognito with their 
little baby and, it is reported, to con- 
sult specialists concerning Alfonso’s 
sanentEna development of tuberculo- 
Bis, 

When the kaiser attended the Guild- 
hall banquet as guest of the lord may- 
or an address of welcome was pre- 
sented in a gold casket. In his reply 
the German monarch reiterated what 
he, had said there on his former. visit 
sixteen years ago. Then he had said, 
“My aim above all is to maintain 
peace.” He.believed history would do 
him justice, for he had pursued that 
aim unswervingly. He added that “the 
main prop and base for world peace is 
the maintenance of good relations be- 
tween our two countries.” Commerce 
would develop among the nations which 
had learned to trust one another. The 
kaiser was in good spirits, but he did 


not_look well, his face being pale, 


drawn and thin. Contrary to expecta- 
tion, the royal parade through the 
streets was not interrupted by taunts 
or insults such as had been advocated 
by some of the leading Socialists. The. 
general public was cool toward the 
royal visitors. 


Man Who Averted Big Strike. 

The English public has fairly lion- 
ized President Lloyd George of the Lon- 
don board of trade for his successful 
intervention to bring about peace in the 
railroad industry after a general strike 
was thought to be inevitable, although 
he is the same man who was extreme- 
ly unpopular for opposing the Boer 
war. Both sides to the controversy 
appear to be satisfied with the settle- 
ment, Although the railroad directors 
did not formally recognize the unions 
by agreeing to the establishment of 
sectional and central boards of arbi- 
tration or conciliation, they really gave 
the men all that had been asked. It is 
probable that how the unions will be 
reorganized on sectional lines. Only 
questions affecting hours and wages 
may be referred to the new concili- 
ation board. One effect is already ob- 
served in the closer affiliation of the 
various railroad: companies, 


New Douma Under Guard. , 

In the Tauride palace, where the for- 
mer doumas at St. Petersburg were 
held, the third national assembly sum- 
moned by the czar under revised elect- 
oral laws was opened Noy. 14 while 
the approaches to the building were 
strongly guarded by troops and guns. 
Senator Goluboff opened the session 
and delivered the message from the 
ezar, who did not come to the capital. 
Nicholas Komiakoff, a former marshal 
of the nobility and a member of the 
Octoberist party, was elected president 
of the douma, he being supported by 
the Constitutional Democrats and Na- 
tionalists. His opponent was Count 
Borinsky, a reactionary. The pres- 
ence of the troops was explained by 
the fear of an attempt to blow up the 
palace. The new assembly contains no 
avowed Socialist, as all. such candi- 
dates were rigorously excluded from 
the electorate. 


Sensational Druce Trial. 

The mystery surrounding the alleged 
dual life of the late Duke of Portland 
has continued to be a topie of public 
interest on both sides of the Atlantic 
since the testimony of the American 
Robert Caldwell last week in the case 
brought by George H. Druce, grandson 
of Thomas Charles Druce, the keeper 
of the Baker street bazaar in London, 
to recover his interest in the Portland 
estate. The present claimant bases 
his case on the assertion that his 
grandfather, known as the shopkeeper, 
was in reality no other than the Duke 
of Portland, who had a tunnel connect- 
ing his country seat, Welbeck Abbey, 
with the store, so as to aid in keeping 
up the fiction of his character as Shop- 
keeper Druce by enabling him to pass 
secretly from one place to the other. 
The suit is brought against an uncle, 
Herbert Druce, charging perjury for 
having sworn that he saw the dead 
body of the shopkeeper buried and 
that it was other than that of the 
duke. Caldwell now swears to his in- 
timate friendship with the eccentric 
duke and to the truth of the story of 
his dual life and how he assisted in 
the bogus burial of “T. C. Druce” in 
the form of sheets of lead when the 


- duke had tired of his venture. Cald- 


well’s testimony was attacked on the 
ground that he is known in America 
as a professional affidavit maker be- 
cause of his connection with the A. T. 
Stewart grave robbing case, 


Edward’s Birthday Celebration. 

London and indeed all Britain joined 
in the public celebration of the king’s 
birthday on the 9th, the most notable 
feature of which was the presentation 
of the largest diamond in the world. 
the King Cullinan, on behalf of the 
Transvaal assembly. It was found in 
the Premier mine near Pretoria Jan. 
26, 1905, by F. Wells, the mine man- 
ager. It weighs about one and one 
quarter pounds, is feur inches long. 
two and one-half inches: high and one 
and one-half inches deep. On the same 
day the new lord mayor of London, Sir 
J. GC. Bell, was installed. with tradi- 
tional pageantry. Bell is a wealthy 
brewer. 


Manila Ovation to Taft. 

On the day that Secretary of War 
Taft departed from Manila for Vladi- 
vostok on the cruiser Rainbow he re- 
viewed a long military, civic and pub- 
fic school parade and made an address 
in which he praised the course of the 
new assembly and expressed confidence 
in the future of the islands. “The great 
popularity of the secretary was attest- 
ed by the cheering throngs and by the 
action of the school children, who aft- 
er taking the horses from the carriage 
in which Mr. and Mrs. Taft rode at- 
tached a long rope to it and drew the 
occupants to the dock. 


| LEGAL-CRIMINAL 


Powers Again on Trial. 

At Georgetown, Ky., last week Caleb 
BH. Powers for the fourth time was 
placed on trial charged with com- 
plicity in the murder of Governor Goe- 
bel, the attempt to get the case removed 
from the state court to federal jurisdic- 
tion having fail- ; 
ed. Powers, who 
was the Repub- 
lican secretary 
of state under 
former Govern. 
or Taylor, has 
been in prison 
seven years and 
eight months. 
has been con- 
victed three 
times, sentenc- 
ed to death 
once and to life 
imprisonment 
twice. Taylor 
fled to Indiana, 
where he still 
lives, extradi- 
tion papers-hav.- 
ing been ignor. 
ed by the Hoo. 
sier governors, It is not claimed that 
either Powers or Taylor, shot Goebel, 
but it is held that the fatal shot was 
fired from a window of Powers’ office 
in the state capitol at Frankfort and 
that Powers was intimate with the 
mountaineers who came to prevent the 
seating of Goebel. Special Judge J. S. 
Norris was appointed to try the case, 
Judge Robbins having been disqualified 
by allegations of partisan interest. 


Mrs. Bradley Pleads Insanity. 

Difficulty was experienced in finding 
an unprejudiced jury to try Mrs. Anne 
M. Bradley at Washington for the 
murder of Senator Brown of Utah 
when the case came up. It was known 
that the defense made the formal plea 
of insanity, but reliance will be placed 
in the so called “higher law.” 


Express Companies’ Agreement. 

Before the New: York state public 
service commission a representative of 
the United States Express company 
admitted that. his company, together 
with the Adams and American Express 
companies, had formed and maintained 
a “community of interests” without 
which their stocks would be worthless, 
because the companies concerned would 
be at the mercy of the railroads. 


Oregon Bankers Arrested. 

President Thornton, Vice President 
Hill and Treasurer Berkhardt of the 
defunct Title Guarantee and Trust 
company of Portland, Ore., which went 
into receivership last week, were ar- 
rested later and held on the charge of 
accepting deposits while knowing that 
the bank was insolvent. This in Ore- 
gon is a felony punishable with $1,000 
fine and two years’ imprisonment. 


Burlington Fine Affirmed. 

The federal court of appeals at St. 
Paul has affirmed the judgment of the 
circuit court of western Missouri for 
$105,000 against the Chicago, Burling- 
ton and Quincy railroad for rebates 
amounting to $146 on a shipment of 
lard from Kansas City to St. Louis 
and the east. 

Banker Walsh on Trial. 

Former President John R. Walsh of 
the defunct Chicago National bank 
faced a jury on the charge of having 
wrecked his bank by the misuse of his 

for his own private enterprises. 
In Operfing, Assistant District Attorney 
Dobyns said the government would 
show that the defendant had taken 
from the Chicago National, the Equi- 
table Trust and the Home Savings $14,- 
000,000 and that watered stock to the 
amount of over $25,000,000 had been 
issued, voted to himself and then sold 
to these banks. The sums thus real- 
ized were invested in dummy compa- 
nies, said Dobyns. 


COMMERCIAL 


Cunard Liners For Canada. 

The Grand Trunk railroad is said to 
have made a deal with the Cunard 
Steamship company for a_line. of 
steamers from Liverpool to Canada, so 
as to afford an all British route for 
passenger and freight traffic between 
England and the orient. 

The Exposition Deficit. . 

The receipts of the Jamestown expo- 
sition from visitors and concessionaires 
are now estimated at $1,000,000, and 
this foreshadows a deficit of something 
over $3,000,000. The buildings alone 
have cost $5,000,000. Barely more than 
10 per cent of the government loan has 
been paid. 

Banks Issue Few Notes. 

The refusal of many important banks 
to issue notes up to or near the limit 
imposed by law, as requested by Sec- 
retary Cortelyou, has greatly displeas- 
ed the administration, and in confer- 
ences with New York bankers the 
treasury chief made it known em- 
phatically that in future such banks 
might expect_no consideration in the 
way of government deposits. It is 
pointed out that the national banks 
might add $250,000,000 to the available 
supply of currency if they would take 
the trouble without exceeding their le- 
gal limit. As a matter of fact, the new 
issues to date amount to only about 
$15,000,000, the bankers being unwill. 
ing to pay the small tax collected on 
such notes, 

Secretary Cortelyou began the with- 
drawal of some of the government de- 
posits in national banks in the east, 
but this was more than made up at 
New York by the arrival of more gold 
from Europe, importations of the yel- 
low metal continuing in spite of the 
record rates asked by London, Berlin 
and Paris bankers. American bankers

also began to draw on Argentina and 
oe for gold shipments. J. P. Mor- 


) 
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gan & Co. were arranging with the 
Bank of France for $15,000,000 at a 
premium for bills against actual ex- 
ports. Some of the big banks at Chi- 
cago and other interior cities have ig- 
nored New York by drawing gold di- 
rect from Europe, but New York banks 
have sent more than $12,000,000 to 
western points, 
Vaudeville Deal Denied. 

A. L. Erlanger, head of the theatrical 
trust, has denied most emphatically 
the report that his vaudeville campaign 
had been abandoned and a deal_made 
with the Keith people, although he ad- 
mitted that the latter had tried to buy 
him out.:

Aeroplane’s Circular Flight. 

.Henry, Farman has ‘continued his 
marvelous flights at Paris with his 
famous aeroplane built by the Voisin 
brothers on the general plan of the 
Chanute soarer. Before a great and 
wildly enthusiastic throng of people he 
repeatedly maneuvered his machine 
one kilometer in a complete circle, re- 


turning to. the. point.of departure... This 


Was regarded as a demonstration of 
practical aerial flight by machines 
heavier than air or without the aid of 
gas bags. The machine first rolled 
slowly along the ground on its four 
pneumatic tired wheels, then as the 
speed increased from the action of the 
propellers the big winged thing shot 
off into the air at a gentle angle, all 
the time Mr. Farman steering with 
apparent ease and confidence and keep- 
ing an even keel and a steady course 
to the turning point and back.

The view advanced by Professor 
Percival Lowell that the “knots”. re- 
cently discovered in the rings of Sat- 
urn indicate that the rings are falling 
is not accepted by Professor Simon 
Newcomb of Washington, who says 
that Struve more than half a century 
ago propounded the theory of the fall- 
ing rings of Saturn based upon early 
drawings compared with late ones. 
Newcomb says the rings are now view- 
ed almost edgewise, so that it is im- 
possible to distinguish one from an- 
other. He prefers the theory put forth 
by Clerke-Maxwell sixty years ago that 
the small satellites which compose the 
rings sometimes crowd together. Pro- 
fessor Brashe of Pittsburg agrees with 
Newcomb. 


INDUSTRIAL 


A. F. L. Convention Opens. 

At Norfolk, Va., the annual conven- 
tion of the American Federation of La- 
bor began its sessions Nov. 11 in. the 
auditorium of the exposition. There 
were 400 delegates in attendance, in- 
cluding some from Cuba, Canada and 
Mexico. Reports of the secretary and 
treasurer showed receipts for the year 
amounting to $287,870 and disburse- 
ments of $159,960, leaving a balance of 
$127,910,-of which $103,078 is in the 
defense fund. To sustain members on 
strike during the year $3,290,053 was 
expended. President Gompers_in_his 
report took the aggressive stand “no 
wage reduction,” and proposed action 
to offset the “capitalist antagonism” 
indicated in the policy adopted by the 
National Manufacturers’ association in 
voting a war fund of $1,500,000. Gom- 
pers went on to say that no less than 
12,000 secret agents of the Pinkerton 
detective agency were now employed 
by associations of employers to spy on 
the unions and misrepresent their ac- 
tions. The report further protests 
against the abuse of court injunction, 
child labor and unrestricted immigra- 
tion and for the eight hour day, the or- 
ganization of farmers. and the union 
label. The-convention promptly au- 
thorized "him to appoint a committee to 
take up the question of a defense fund 
and of establishing the universal eight 
hour workday. 

Victor L. Berger, the Socialist editor 
from Milwaukee and member of the 
Wisconsin delegation, announced that 
he was continuing his fight against the 
policies of Goinpers—not against him 
personally—but that he did*not expect 
to get a change at this meeting. 


P. R. R.’s Electric Speed Test. 

Tests of the new electric locomotives 
adopted by the Pennsylvania railroad 
were made at Clayton, N. J., over vari- 
ous types and weights of rails. One 


big’ engine went, sixty ‘miles an hour 
with less..than Talf’power in use. A 
specially’ dev apparatus enabled 


the experts to test/the strain on the 

ils at curves. Later one exceeded 
eighty miles an hour, and _a_ steam 
locomédtive went. nearly ninety-two 
miles on a curve. 


Corn and Cotton Off. 

The preliminary returns of the crop 
reporting board of the department of 
agriculture indicate an average yield 
of twenty-six bushels of corn to the 
acre as compared with 30.3 in 1906 and 
28.8 in 1905. The total production is 
placed at 2,553,732,000 bushels. The 
quality is also off:-it being marked 
down to 82.8 compared to 89.9 last 
year. The total cotton crop of ‘this 
year’s growth ginned up to Nov. 1 {s 
6,167,600 as compared with , 6,906,395 
bales’ lasthyear. 

Washington’s New Station. : 

The new union station at Washing- 
ton is now ready for use by all the 
railroads entering the city, the first 
train having entered it from the B. and 


©. system. 


New York Skyscraper Limit. 

Drastic regulations adopted unani- 
mously by the building code revision 
commission of New York city to be in 
effect after Jan. 1 provide that no new 
building shall be over 250 feet in 
Reight. This is expected to end the 
fad race of builders for the prize of 
“the highest building’ if the regula-

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fermen. Already more than twenty 
buildings in New York have exceeded 
this limit.. This action is in response 
to the warning recently sounded by 
the fire underwriters and by the fire 
fighters. 

Lobsters For the Pacific. 

The first experiment in the breeding 
of Maine lobsters in the Pacific has 
begun with the shipment of a carload 
of fry fromthe government hatchery 
at Boothbay by order of the fish com- 
mission. 


Industrial Retrenchment Signs. 


From all parts of the country comes ~ 


daily news of factories running on 
short time, laying off employees or 
closing down. The Hines Lumber com- 
pany of Iron River, Wis., has shut its 
big mill, throwing out 1,500 0 men. The 
various works of the Generar Blectric 
company have cut down their force. 
The Brockton (Mass.) shoe factories 
are on short time, Mills in and around 
Pittsburg have laid off 48,000 workers, 
At Chicago 90 per cent of the shops 
and factories have curtailed in one 
way or another, and half of the men 
employed in the building trades are 
now idle. Many sawmills in northern 


Wisconsin have shut down. Other 


closings reported at this writing are 
the Detroit Stove works and distilleries 
and farm machinery plants at Canton, 
QO. Railroads in all sections are lay- 
ing off men engaged in extension work.

Temperance Women Encouraged. 

- The recent progress of the temper- 
ance movement, especially in the south, 
was the theme of the opening address 
of Mrs. L. M. N, Stevens, president of 
the Women’s Christian Temperance 
union, at its recent annual convention 
at Nashville, Tenn. Each triumph 
gained over the liquor traffic in one 
section, she said, was of national val- 
ue, and the 600 delegates cheered wild- 
ly the proposal to carry the fight into 
the entire north next year.

Charles T. Barney, who was forced 
to retire from the presidency of the 
suspended Knickerbocker Trust com- 
pany of New. York and who for many 
years had been a prominent figure in 
many financial enterprises of the east, 
died at his home in New York Nov. 14 
from a pistol wound believed to, have 
been self inflicted. Mr. Barney’s coun- 
sel states that the financial embarrass- 
ment of his client was only temporary 
and that his assets would exceed the 
Habilities by over $2,000,000.

purer life. He will see in the state’s 


development a continued loyalty to 
the principles that animated the first 


Thanksgiving patriots, notwith- 
standing the occasional lapses which 
mark, not a decadence of public 


morals, but rather a wider acquaint- 
ance with what is true and right. 
The man with the broad vision will 
trust his neighbor notwithstanding 
the inspiration of a jealous mind, or 
the suggestions of disappointed con- 
temporaries, urging him = to do 
otherwise. 

Thanksgiving Day is a grand day 
for the petty life as well as for the 
broad life; the petty. life that is 
marked by the wizened face, the 
wizened mind, and the wizened soul! 
What a fine day Thanksgiving Day 
is for that person, in which he may 
take account of his own virtues, 
create mew suspicions about his 
more or less fortunate acquaintances, 
and from morn to night chant to 
himself in lonely strains the full con- 
tents of the eighteenth chapter of 
Luke! fe 

Thanksgiving Day is an inspiring 
day for the life that is nearly spent; 
the gray’ haired and the weak limbed 
veteran. It will find an occasional 
observer in this class, out of tune 
with everything that calls for confi- 
dence, at sixes and sevens with 
whatever is in controlof the present 
day. Such an one will see progress 
and bemoan it, see others accom- 
plishing results where he has for 
three score years been finding only 
failure, and protest against the stc- 
cess. But the great number of sych 
who have nearly passed through 
their journeys, will open the windows 
on Thanksgiving morning and re- 
joice that the road’ has been as 
pleasant as they have found it, and 
glory in the promise they see for 
its even better keeping at the hands 
of those they will soon leave to care 
for it. 

The pessimist, the crank, the dys- 
peptic, the man out of joint with all 
the world, the breaker of the moral 
law, the promoter: of illegitimate 
enterprise for his own private ends, 
the preacher in public life and liar in 
private life, all these and their kin, 
will have such emotions on ‘Thanks- 
giving Day as only such mixed lives 
as they have lived, could naturally 
promote.

And humanity never 
had clearer vision, never had riper 
discernment, never had larger part in 
that great trinity of faith hope .and 
charity, never had larger reason 
for rejoicing at Thanksgiving, than 
in this year of 1907.

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Secretary's Report Shows the Society to 
Be Doing Effective Work.

Last Monday evening the A. V.-I. 
S. held their annual meeting in Pun- 
chard Hall, when the reports of the 
Secretary and Treasurer were read 
and accepted. 


During the meeting, George H. 
Martin, Secretary of the State Board 
of Education, spoke on “New Re- 
sponsibilities of the Public in Edu- 
cation,” in an interesting manner. The 
meeting was open to the public. 

The following are the reports: 


Secretary’s Report. 


A year ago a meeting of this So- 
ciety was called to consider the ad- 
visability of changing the time of our 
annual meeting, a topic which had 
been discussed many times by the di- 
rectors, who realized the desirability 
of a change. ; 

At that meeting it was unanimously 
voted to change the time to the 2nd 
Monday in November instead-of Feb- 


ruary, and to close our financial year +- 


at this date. : 

Consequently our report covers a 
shorter period of time than usual, and 
will be as brief as the detailed story 
of our work will permit. 

The work at The Ledges, begun 
last year, has been carried forward 
by the planting of shrubbery and her- 
baceous plants in a mass in the beds 
prepared at the southern end. This 
stock was furnished by Mr. Millett 
at cost, and we would express our ap- 
preciation of the favor. 

The shrubs have done well in spite 
of the unprecedented drought. Signs 
have been placed in the beds to warn 
the passer against picking what it 
might be imagined were wild flow- 
ers, and have proved very effectual. 
Plants of moss pink (phlox subulata) 
and golden sedum have been planted 
about the outcropping rocks at the 
northern end, and two mountain ash 
trees were gratefully accepted from 
Mr. Fred Temple for the:plot. Many 
of the residents in the locality have 
expressed their appreciation of the 
work which is being done there. 

This is the third plot of which we 
have assumed the care, Manse Green 
and the triangle in Marland Village 
being the other two. 

There are other similar areas with- 
in the town capable of as great im- 
provement, which we are planning to 
beautify as the opportunity offers. 

The work of flower seed distribu- 
tion has passed beyond the experi- 
mental stage and we feel that it is 
well to continue it. 

The children look forward .to fur- 
nishing their gardens for a few pen- 
nies, and without doubt we should 
miss many gay door-yards were it 
not for the opportunity which we 
present. 

We have settled upon half a dozen 
varieties all of which will grow and 
bloom under the most adverse con- 
ditions, and ‘do not offer those re- 
quiring special treatment or care. 

In judging the gardens for the 
award of prizes, the visitors have 
been disappointed in the results as 
compared with former years. 

The long drought might explain 
the failures in some cases, but many 
of the children labor under the dis- 
advantage of not understanding the 
proper preparation of the soil in the 
first place, without which a garden 
will be a sad failure, especially in a 
dry season.

“The Hypocrites”,. which Charles 
Frohman presents at the Park The- 
atre for a run.

but so 
true to nature, so every day and rec- 
ognizable are the various hypocrites 
put under light of conversation and 
reflection that in the most serious 
moments of the play when the dia- 
logue reveals subtle weaknesses in 
human nature and society, the rev- 
elations are welcomed~ by a_ soft 
ripple of respectful amusement 
caused by the familiarity of pretense 
and pompous religion which has no 
sincerity. Not an instant in the 
play: could be regarded dull by the 
most empty headed listener though 
comedy is neglected entirely save 
as a point of view and the satire 
while consummate and absorbing in- 
terest reigned. It is a play more in- 
dicatively addressed to the individ- 
ual than any English play on morals 
and society. 

It is a play which raps powerfully 
at the heart’s door, a splendid play 
that cannot be pondered over with- 
out enlargement of benevolent in- 
clination, without humane sincerity 
and toleration and without a fine up- 
lifting sentiment as a reward. It is 
probably the greatest play that Mr. 
Jones has ever written. Mr. Jones’ 
hypocrites for the most part do not 
cringe or sneak in their plotting 
aginst right and heaven. They are 
agreeable hypocrites, elegant hypo- 
crites, polite and unscrupulous as 
Cagliostre. Clear, trenchant dia- 
logue carries -the various scenes to 
an exciting close and to the superbly 
dramatic climax that is at the end of 
the third act. .

Adding to the Appearance and Useful- 
ness of Shingles 

Curled and warped shingles on roofs 
of suburban and country houses are 
a common but not a pleasing sight in 
all parts of the country where build- 
ings are covered with wood. Shingles 
warp and curl because after a wetting-- 
and they’ get many--the upper side 
dries first. In a few years the roof 
leaks, decays, and must come off. 
Many..years..ago. farmers made what. 
they called their “everlasting” roofs 
of white pine, cedar, and black walnut 
shingles, free from sap, rived with a 
frow, and shaved with a drawing knife. 
Such shingles can not now-be had, for 
the fine straigh grained timber nec- 
essary for their manufacture is scarce 
and very expensive. - 

Formerly good wood was plentiful 
and shingles cheap. It costs more to 
replace a leaky roof now, and earnest 
search has been made for ways to 


check the warping and decay of 
shingles, and make the ‘roof last 
longer. 


The Forest Service has studied the 
shingle problem along with that of 
the preservation of farm timber. It 
is found that shingles treated with 
creosote by a special process which 
the Service has invented, warp but 
little and decay slowly because water 
is kept out of the tissues of the wood. 
One such roof will outlast two or 
three left in the natural state to curl, 
spring leaks, and fall to pieces. The 
creosote used is nothing more than 
dead oil of coal tar, but it keeps water 
from entering the pores of the wood 
and renders it immune to decay for 
a long time. A roof of that kind 
costs a little more at first, but it is 
cheaper in the long run. Woods 
which are usually classed as inferior, 
such as loblolly pine, beech, sycamore 
and others which are quick decaying, 
readily take the preservative treat- 
ment and are given a_ largely in- 
creased value. ; ; 

The preserving apparatus is neither 
expensive or hard to operate. One 
such outfit will serve several farmers. 
The main items are an iron tank (an 
old engine boiler will do) with pre- 
servative fluid in it and a fire under 
it, and another tank of cold preser- 
vative. The shingles or other woods 
to be treated are immersed for a suf- 
ficient time in the hot creosote, and 
then in the cold. Full details of the 
operation are given to applicants for 
information by the Forest Service at 
Washington. : 

Shingles are one of the most im- 
portant lumber products in this coun- 
try. Last year nearly twelve billions 
were made. Even this enormous num- 
ber was a heavy falling off from the 
total of the year before. It is a sig- 
nificant fact that the chief source of 
shingle supply is now the forests of 
the far north-west, from which 
shingles are brought even to New 
York. The eastern sources of supply 
are not able to meet the eastern de- 
mand. It is therefore fortunate 
that shingles are so easily given a 
preservative treatment by which 
their life is lengthened. 

Many handsome residences in all 
parts of the country have their sides 
and gables covered with shingles. 
This architectural use often calls for 
staining or painting in harmonious 
colors. Such coloring is less fre- 
quently seen on roofs, where it does 
not last long, because rain washes it 
off. : 

The Forest Service has beén ex- 
perimenting in this field, also, and 
has found that stains may be carried 
into the shingles, along with the pre- 
servatives by the new process. The 
coloring matter is mixed with the 
creosote, reaches every fiber which 
the creosote touches, and lasts as 
long as the creosote lasts— and that 
is a long time. Such a stain does not 
easily weather out, whether on walls, 
gables, or roof. It is expected to 
prove much superior to the old way 


of staining or painting the surface 
only.

His Excellency the Turkey. 

As early as 1541 the turkey was 
classed among the dainties in England. 
The wild turkey of North America has 
been used mainly as the foundation 
from which size and vigor in our do- 
mestic stock have been gained. The 
bronze holds the post of honor and 
probably originated from a cross be- 
tween the wild and the tame turkey. 
Its beautiful plumage and size come 
from its wild.progenitor. To maintain 
these desirable ‘qualities crosses are 
continually made. The standard 
weight is from sixteen to thirty-six 
pounds, according to age and sex. 
In point of production the bronze ex- 
ceeds all others. The coloring fs a 
ground of black blazoned or shaded 
with bronze. This shading is rich and 
glowing, and when the sun’s rays are 
reflected from these colors they shine 
Iike polished steel. While the female 
has the same color, it is not so rich 
as that of the male. Much of this rich- 
ness of color is lost through inbreed- 
ing. On the other hand, it is improved 
by each cross with the wild birds.

Any rural com- 
munity may become the village beau- 
tiful; and the residential city street 
may likewise lift itself above its sor- 
didness and its dirt. The leaf is fall- 
ing now, the grass drying and the 
flower has long since gone to seed; 
but another spring is coming, with its 
magician’s touch Yor all the earth that 
has been prepared by nature or the 
hand of man.
